'Total  Stocks  Larger 

Inventories  of  all  types  i/  of  leaf  tobacco  reported  on  hand  "by  dealers  and 
manufacturers  in  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico  totaled  kt2kk  million  pounds 
(farm- sales-weight)  as  of  April  1,  1952    ~t  -  an  increase  of  302  million  pounds 
compared  with  a  year  ago.    The  1951  crop  of  around  2,355  million  pounds  including 
27.5  million  pounds  for  Puerto  Rico  was  in  stocks  "by  April  1  with  the  exception 
of  around  75  million  pounds,  consisting  mainly  of  Maryland,  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf 
and  Puerto  Rican  tobacco, 

Stocks  as  of  April  1  included  about  khk  million  pounds  (f arm- sales-weigh t)  of 
leaf  under  Government  loans.    This  consisted  of  approximately  188  million  pounds 
of  flue-cured;  lUl  million  of  Burley;  7,9  million  of  Maryland;  $k.k  million  of 
fire-cured;  31.1  million  of  Dark  air-cured;  and"  22,0  million  of  cigar  leaf  types. 

For  the  southern  types,  flue-cured  stocks  were  up  11  percent,  Burley  8  percent, 
and  Maryland  10  percent  compared  with  the  previous  April  1.    Stocks  of  fire-cured 
and  dark  air-cured  tobaccos  were  slightly  below  the  levels  of  a  year  earlier,  Jo: 
the  cigar-leaf  types,  holdings  of  the  cigar-filler  types  were  2  percent  greater 

than  on  hand  last  April  1,  binder  types  v;ere  smaller  by  3  percent,  while  shade-

grown  inventories  showed  6  percent  increase.    For  the  foreign-grown  types, 
holdings  of  both  cigarette  (turkish  and  other)  and  cigar-leaf  types  were  slightly 
larger  than  a  year  ago,

Stocks  of  Flue-cured,  Burley,  and  Maryland  Each  Show  Substantial  Increase 
Holdings  of  Turkish  Up  Slightly 

Flue-cured  tobacco  stocks  were  1,990  million  pounds  as  of  April  1,  1952, 
representing  an  increase  of  19*+  million  compared  with  holdings  a  year  ago. 
Stocks  of  flue-cured  leaf  were  the  largest  on  record  for  this  quarter, 

Eurley  tobacco  inventories  of  1,3*+*+  million  pounds  were  103  million  greater 
than  on  hand  the  previous  April  1.     Sales  for  the  195^  crop  of  around  617 
million  were  completed  during  February,     The  2-95^  ©rop  was  the  largest  on 
record  as  it  slightly  exceeded  the  previous  record  size  19*+6  crop, 

Maryland  tobacco  stocks  reported  on  hand  totaled  51»5  million  pounds  as  of 
April  1,  1952  compared  with  *+6,7  million  a  year  earlier.    The  1951  crop, 
estimated  at  Hi, 6  million  pounds  will  be  marketed  during  Hay-August  period  of 
this  year. 

Stocks  of  foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  (Turkish  and  other) 
totaled  176*5  million  pounds  for  an  increase  of  *+.l  million  compared  with 
the  previous  April  1, 

DARK  T03ACC0  STOCKS 
Fire-cured  and  Dark  Air- cured  Stocks  Slightly  Lower 

Fire-cured  tobacco  stocks  on  hand  April  1,  1952  amounted  to  173»0  million  pounds 
which  is  a  decrease  of  *+,9  million  pounds  from  a  year  ago,    A  sharp  decline  in 
holdings  of  Type  23  more  than  offset  increases  in  stocks  of  Type  21,  and  Type  22, 
April  1,  1952  stocks  of  Virginia  fire-cured  were  31*5  million  pounds;  Eastern 
District  Tennessee  and  Kentucky  fire-cured  110,6  million;  '/estern  District, 
30,5  million;  and  Henderson  Stemming  0,3  million.    The  1951  crop  of  fire-cured 
tobaccos  amounted  to  59»5  million  pounds,   sales  of  ^hich  were  completed  during 
the  first  quarter. 

Dark  air-cured  stocks  totaled  86.8  million  compared  with  90. 1  million  for  the 
April  1  quarter  last  year.     Of  the  dark  air-cured  holdings  on  April  1,  195°» 
stocks  of  One  Sucker  were  *+9.1  million  pounds,  Green  River  33*3  million,  and 
Virginia  Sun-cured  k.k  million.    Stocks  of  Type  35  ancl  Type  37  were  near  the 
same  level  of  a  year  ago  whereas  holdings  of  Type  36  were  down  3»2  million 
pounds.    Marketing  of  the  1951  production  of  dark  air-cured  tobacco,  amounting 
to  31*7  million  pounds,  was  completed  prior  to  April  1.

Dealer  and  Manufacturers  as  of  April  1,  1952  reported  inventories  totaling  HOO.O 
million  pounds  (farm- sales-weight)  of  all  types  of  domestic  cigar  leaf,  including 
Puerto  Rican,    This  is  practically  the  same  overall  total  as  on  hand  a  year 
earlier*     Stocks  of  Cuban  leaf  were  up  slightly  more  than  2  million  from  the 
previous  April  1„ 

Stocks  of  the  cigar-filler  types  were  216.H  million  pounds  as  of  April  1,  1952 
or  U.9  million  greater  than  a  year  earlier,,    Pennsylvania  Seedleaf  holdings  are 
not  strictly  comparable  with  stocks  a  year  earlier  "because  of  the  varying  amount 
of  the  new  crop  remaining  on  farms.    Based  on  changes  in  stocks  from  the  previous 
quarter,  approximately  60  percent  of  the  crop  was  in  the  hands  of  dealers  and 
manufacturers  this  April  ls  compared  with  75  percent  on  the  same  date  last  year. 
Stocks  of  Type  ^1  this  April  1  were  137 > 5  million  pounds  and  133*1  million  a 
year  ago.    Holdings  of  Ohio  filler  were  32.7  oil lion  pounds,  down  slightly,

Stocks  of  the  cigar  hinder  types  were  15S,6  million  pounds  as  of  April  1,  1952 
compared  with  162.S  million  a  year  earlier.    Holdings  of  Type  51  increased 
compared  with  the  previous  April  ls  whereas  stocks  of  Type  52  and  Type  55  showed 
a  decrease,    Connecticut  Valley  Broadleaf  stocks  this  April  1,  were  35«5  million 
pounds;  Havana  Seed  32<0  million;  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed  2,„9  million 
Southern  Wisconsin  U2S3  million  and  Northern  Wisconsin  ^5«9  million* 

Shade-grown  stocks  as  of  April  1,  1952  were  25*0  million  pounds  compared  with 
23<. 5  million  for  this  quarter  last  year,    A  sizable  increase  in  holdings  of 
Type  62  more  than  compensated  for  a  decrease  in  stocks  of  Type  6l.  Connecticut 
Valley  Shade  stocks  were  15,0  million  pounds  and  Georgia-Plorida  Shade  10.0 
million. 

Stocks  of  Cuban  leaf  were  reported  as  17*8  million  pounds  compared  with  15,7 
million  for  this  quarter  last  year.
